1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of independent claim 1 is the recitation setting 

forth the flexible door as being in contact with the wall above the bay to form a seal 

between the wall and the flexible door and the flexible door is supported against the 

bottom edge of the second door in order to maintain the contact and seal. While the 

references to Ruffner and Stroup et al disclose each of the claimed structural limitations 

it is not clear that the claimed function of the flexible door as being in contact with the 

wall above the bay to form a seal between the wall and the flexible door and the flexible 

door is supported against the bottom edge of the second door in order to maintain the 

contact and seal is present. Similarly, independent claims 14 and 15 recite limitations of 

a scope which reflect that of claim 1 as noted above.
